REPORT OF CIVIL ENGINEERS. 


Boston, Dee. 9, 1914. 

We beg leave herewith to submit the following report on the 
condition of the bridge between North Walpole and Bellows Falls, 
as disclosed by our recent examination. 

We find the steel work of the bridge to be in excellent repair, 
and free from defects, with the following exceptions: We tested a 
very large number of rivets, and failed to find any that were loose, 
and all parts seemed to be in perfect adjustment. 

Where the lateral system beneath the floor of the bridge con- 
nects to the arches there are expansion joints which should be free 
to move longitudinally. In some cases these joints are not as free 
as they should be, and in one instance we found one of the bolts 
broken. It looks as if these bolts as originally made were jammed 
up tight when they should have been made so that the nuts could 
be clamped, and the joint would be still free to move. We enclose 
herewith a drawing showing a bolt which should be used, and we 
would advise you to obtain eight bolts like this, and have them in- 
serted in place of the present ones. We have asked the Lewis F. 
Shoemaker Company for a price on making these bolis, and will 
forward it to vou as soon as received. 

In three instances in the arch trusses where the transverse braces 
between the arches connect to the vertical members of the arch 
there were missing rivets; one at each place. These rivets are for

the purpose of connecting a diagonal angle running from the trans- 
verse brace down to the vertical member of the truss, with the ver- 
tical angle of the truss, and also with a lattice bar. The points 
where we noticed the omission are as follows: 

In the up-stream truss at the Bellows Falls end, in the tenth 
vertical member counting from the portal; up-stream truss, four- 
teenth vertical from the Walpole portal; down-stream truss, fourth 
vertical from the Walpole portal. In the last case of these three 
the hole was not punched through the brace angle and will have to 
be drilled. In the other two, the hole is all right, but the rivet is 
missing. We should recommend that bolts be inserted in these 
three places. 

The broken hangar rod, which you know about, appears to be 
in a safe condition. The clamp which was put on when the break 
was discovered, seems to be doing its work all right, and in our 
judgment there is ample strength to carry the load. To make it 
perfect it would be necessary to replace a section of the rod which 
can only be done at considerable expense, and in our judgment this 
expense is not warranted. 

We notice that the plank fenders to protect the lower ends of 
the arches and bracing from ice have been partially carried away. 
As you may remember, the intention of this woodwork was that 1t 
would serve as a form to fill in between the ends of the trusses with 
a concrete slab, but the concrete was never put in. We believe that 
it would be a very wise expenditure of money for the towns to 
replace this plank, and to put in the concrete. When the plank was 
first put in, it was late in the season, as it is at present, and the 
idea was that the plank would serve as a protection for that winter, 
and that the concrete might be put in the following spring. This 
same thing might be done this year. The plank might be renewed 
before it gets too late in the season, and next spring or summer 
eoncrete could be placed in it, as originally intended, 

Nobody can tell bat what the bridge would withstand all 
shocks from ice, but there is a chance that the small imembers near 
the foot of the truss may be damaged at any tire when the ice goes

out, and we believe that the concrete would ensure absolute security 
in this direction. 

The paint on the bridge is in a very fair condition at the pres- 
ent time. The only parts which seem to be suffering are some of 
the lattice bars in the web members of the arch, and in some of the 
peckets which retain water where the portals stand up above the 
chords of the truss, and where the verticals underneath the floor at 
the ends of the bridge come down on top of the arches. Consider- 
ing the very good condition of most of the paint, we should advise 
not going over the whole of the bridge at present, but that the 
bridge should be very carefully patched up in all places where rust- 
ing has started, and that the pockets which retain water should be 
filled with cement mortar. If this were done it would be safe to 
walt for perhaps a vear and cne-half before painting the bridge as 
a whole. 

We have tried to learn something abont the paint that was 
used when the bridge was repainted five years azo, but have not 
been able to obtain this informntion. Whatever it was. it seemed 
to have been carefully applied, and to have done its work well. It 
is particularly noteworthy that the short span over the railroad as 
in as good condition as it seems to be.

REPORT OF STATE TAX COMMISSION, 1914. 


INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES.

No power has constituted the members of the tax commission 
guardians of the public in respect to expenditures for the support 
of government, and they have no disposition to assume that role. 
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Nevertheless, “economy being a most essential virtue in all states,” 
and it being “the duty of legislators and magistrates * * * to 
countenance and inculcate the principles of * * * economy,” 
all as set forth in the constitution of this state, the commissioners 
believe themselves to be amply justified in urging, as they have so 
often urged before, the importance of this subject upon the voters 
of the state. The Pibtic revenue, state and municipal, is the vot- 
ers’ business and they are responsible, directly or indirectly, for 
every extravagance affecting it from the inception to the termina- 
tion of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by public authority upon 
people or property is in the broad sense of the term a tax, nor is it 
made less obnoxious or burdensome if called a fee or a fine. In the 
fioures that follow therefore, all fees, fines and other exactions, if 
any, are included with the taxes upon polls and estates. To illus- 
trate the comparative importance of the two classes, it may be said 
that the taxes upon polls and estates represent about 95 per cent. 
and all other income about 5 per cent. of the total revenue of the 
state, and of the counties, cities, towns, districts and precincts 
therein. | 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and bounds in 
recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes assessed by and 
within the state of New Hampshire was $5,373,420.22; in 1913 it 
was $8,765,039.07, an increase of $3,391,618.85, or 63 per cent. in 
ten years. But ae figures do not adequately represent the veloc- , 
ity the upward movement has now attained. To show that it is 
necessary to divide the ten-year period: ‘The levy in 1908 was 
$924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 1903, while that in 
1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 pe? cent. greater than in 1908. By 
so much did the advance in the last half of said period exceed that 
in the first half. These figures will be the more alarming if it is 
remembered that while taxes already sufficiently heavy were ad- 
vaneing 63 per cent., the population of the state increased onlv 
about 4 1-2 per cent., and while the one was advancing 39 per cent, 
the other increased only about 2 1-4 per cent. 
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It is instructive to study the subject. from another angle. In 
the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the annual in- 
crease in all taxes defined and limited as above was as follows:

| The average yearly increase for the whole period was $336,- 
561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, however, by 
dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the middle and consider- 
ing the halves separately. For the first five years the average annual 
increase was $184,877.76; for the last five years it was $493,446.01. 
It is surely pertinent to consider how long the little state of New 
Hampshire, almost stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax already 
burdensome and increasing at the rate of practically half a million 
dollars a vear without crippling her industries and impoverishing 
her people. Plainly it is a condition not calculated to attract cap- 
ital from without the state or to encourage business within the 
same. 

From the per capita standpoint the situation is not less dis- 
turbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes for each man, 
woman and child in the state. Five years later there were. assessed 
$14.75 for each individual, and in five years more $20.09. If 
in 1913 taxes had been equally distributed among all the people it 
would have meant a burden of $100 for each family of five mem- 
bers. Though in reality there was little such equality in the assess- 
ment there was much in the payment. The fact is that those who 
occupy, use or consume property, no matter who owns it, are those 
who in the last analysis pay most, if not all, of the taxes thereon. 
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If the wage earner or the man of limited means understood he was 
in reality paying something like $100 a year in state and muni- 
cipal and half as much more in federal taxes for the government of 
himself, his wife and three children his influence and his vote 
would more frequently make for economy in appropriations and 


expenditures than heretofore. 


No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above para- 
graphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand except in part.

The statistics of the fall term are fairly typical of the work of 
the year, and in the above table we find much to commend. The 
attendance is excellent. Many teachers have been retained for a

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long period of service, which speaks much for their efficiency and 
the appreciation of the public. From our short study of the 
schools we are convinced that there is a spirit of co-operation 
among all interested and upon this we rely for our further devel- 
opment of the schools of the town. 

We have endeavored to continue the existing policy in the 
administration of the schools and progress by meeting the needs of 
the schools and pupils as they come-to our attention. We have 
made some growth, we believe, but hope for more progress in the 
coming year. This is a time when educational problems are being 
solved. We are placing less weight upon formal discipline and are 
seeking to make our schools function in life. Tt is a time for 
measuring efficiency, the state placing new requirements upon 
us. \All these demands of the times should be considered carefully 
and will eventually modify our educational ideals. Much of a 
practical nature has already been done at Walpole, but it needs the 
support of the people and some modification to meet the needs most 
efficiently. 

We have met with the co-operation of the school board and 
teachers in our work. The essentials have been emphasized. At- 
tention has been given to the equipment and method of teaching 
the essential subjects. More attention has been given to rapidity 
and accuracy in number work. The fundamental operations have 
been tested with the Curtice tests in nearly all of the schools. More 
reading material has been supplied. Guide books have been placed 
upon the teachers’ desks to make the work more definite. A per- 
manent record book has been started in each school of the town to 
make the organization more permanent. Current Events have been 
continued as reading material in the upper grades. 

You will notice that the curricula of the high school has been 
changed somewhat this year to meet the demands of the state de- 
partment. The industrial courses now run through the entire four 
years. Manual training has been carried into the high school in 
the form of carpentry, School credit for home work has been 
started. ‘The parents are co-operating with us in making the work 
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function in life. It will be necessary for those who take the indus- 
trial courses to take up some home project under the direction of 
the teachers if they are to receive full credit. 

Our manual training room is not suited to our needs. The 
lighting is poor and not large enough to do the best work. We 
should have some room not, connected with the other buildings for 
a short course in practical iron work. Where simple forge work 
and ironing of woo;projects can be taught. We are now con- 
structing hotbeds ang sesh for our spring work in agronomy. We 
should have a small ‘ereenhouse to start our work earlier in the 
spring that we may have time to carry our work farther before 
school closes. We are in hopes that some one may see our need and 
aid us with the hothouse. We would recommend that a small build- 
ing be provided and erected during the summer at a cost estimated 
at one thousand dollars for the manual arts courses. Against the 
south side of this we may build the small Pree and use the 
same heater for both buildings. 

At North Walpole the school is showing a virility and appre- 
ciation not often found. The grades are rapidly accommodating 
themselves to the eight-grade program of studies now in common 
use in the state. In two years we think it possible to fit for high 
school in eight years. If,this can be attained it would be well to 
continue the ninth grade as a first year school with state approval. 
The expense would be little more than at present. We could then 
give pupils something of the industrial work. The girls would 
take sewing and cooking and the boys manual training for part of 
their time during the year. After the completion of this course the 
pupils could complete their work at Bellows Falls as at present. 
with only about two-thirds of the present cost of tuition, and this is 
no small item in view of the recent increase in tuitions at Bellows 
Falls. The expense would be about three hundred dollars for per- 
manent equipment. When the present double eighth grade has 
finished, or year after next, the change can be made without an 
extra teacher and leave the expense about the same as at present. 

Our aim, in general, should be education for the home, and 
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this presupposes that the schools shall add to general education a 
preparation for useful service. Common school privileges have now 
been secured for every child. That every child.should also be pre- 
pared for efficient vocational service in some chosen field is the 
program of the new education. This new program will not reduce 
the present general training of the individual for the classical prep- 
aration for college. We should meet the needs of the few who 
would have their children attend the classical college, but the 
children of the many who will never be able to go beyond the sec- 
ondary school should have their proportion of attention and their 
share of the school funds in fitting them for their vocation in life. 
in such a program. preparation for the management of the home 
and farm work is obviously an important element. 

I include the following abstract from a letter written by Mr. 
Whitcher of the state department, occasioned by his recent visit, 
relative to the work in Domestic Science and Manual Arts courses 
in general and to the work in Walpole in particular: 

“Every girl sooner or later is most likely to become the man- 
ager of a home. In our experience, resulting from inspection of 
high schools in the state of New Hampshire, approximately 80 
per cent. of the girls in high school are not accustomed either to 
cooking or sewing. It seems unwise that girls should grow up, be- 
come the heads of homes and enter into the work of household man- 
agement without some opportunity for becoming acquainted with 
the methods and means employed in cooking and sewing. Beyond 
this, and to my mind of equal importance, is the fact that any 
human being is better educated when his hands are given something 
to do as well as his head. Another argument is that a great many 
pupils in the state of New Hampshire today are in high school 
oecause these practical courses are giving them an opportunity to 
do something that appeals to them as being worth while. 

“Manual training I most certainly do not look upon as a 
means of teaching trades, or of supplying mills with machinists. 
I do look upon it as a natural way of training a boy through the 
use of his hands, through a natural tendency that all boys are pos- 
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sessed of, to want to construct things, and make something that 
they want to use. Over 35 per cent. of the elementary school sys- 
tems of New Hampshire today have some form of constructive 
hand work. A large number of our high schools have courses in 
constructive work. As a matter of fact, there are at least thirty 
out of ninety-five of our high schools that have this work. In my 
own experience I have found that pupils do their mathematical 
work better, take more interest in all of their ordinary school work, 
when they have two or three periods per week of manual training.” 
We hope for your support in making the schools of Walpole 
the best the town can afford.
